Nearly oll the Chiefs 
Chiefs of the Llackfect, Blood, Piegar 
Stoney, and Sarcee tribes were seated 
directly in front of the Council House; 
and forming a semicircle of about 
one-third of a mile beyond the Chiefs 
about four thousand men, women, anc 
children were squatted on the grass 
watching with keen interest the com: 
mencement of the proceedings, Lieut.- 
Gov. Laird delivered the following 
speech: 

“The Great Spirit has made al) 
things—the sun, the moon, and the 
stars, the earth, the forests, and thc 
swift running rivers. It is by the 
Great Spirit that the Queen rules ove! 
this graat country and other great 
countries. The Great Spirit has madc 
the white man and the red man bro- 
thers, and ‘we should take each other 
by the hand, The Great Mother 
loves all her children, white man anc 
red man alike; she wishes to do then: 
all good, ‘The bad white man anc 
the bad Indian sha does not love, anc 
them she punishes for their wicked 
ness, The good Indian has nothing 
to fear from the Queen or her officers 
You Indians know this to be true 
When bad white men brought you 
whiskey, robbed you, and made you 
poor, and, through whiskey, quarre 
amongst yourselves, she sent the po- 
lice to put an end to it. You know 
how they stopped this and punishec 
the offenders, and how much gooc 
this has done. I have to tell you how 
much pleased the Queen is that yot 
have taken the police by the hands 
and helped them, and obeyed her laws 
since the arrival of the police, She 
hopes that you will continue to do so 
and you will always find the police or 
your side if you keep the Queen's 
laws. The Great Mother heard that 
the buffalo were being killed very 
fast, and to prevent them from being 
destroyed her Councillors have mad 
a law to protect them. This law is 


have already said we will give you 
money, I will now tell you how much 
If you sign the treaty every man 
woman and child will get twelve dol 
lars each; the money will be paid t« 
the head of each family for himself 
women and children; every year you 
your wemen and your children wil: 
get five dollars each, This year 
Chiefs and Councillors: will be paid a 
Jarger sum than this; Chiefs will get 
p suit of clothes, a silver medal, anc 
¢, flay, and every third year will get 
pnother suit, A reserve of land wil 
be sect apart for yourselves and: your 
catile upon which none others will be 
permitted to encroach; for every five 
persons one square mile will be alot- 
ed on this reserva on which they car 
cut the trees for firewood and othe: 
purposes, The Queen's officers wil, 
permit no white man or half-brced tc 
build or cut the timber on your re- 
serves, Hf required roads wiil be cut 
through them, Cattle will be given 
you and potatoes, the same as are 
grown at Fort McLeod, The com- 
nussioners would advisa the Indian: 
to take cattle, as you understand cat- 
tle better than you will farming for 
some time, at least as long as you 
continua to move about in lodges. 

“Ammunition will be issued cach 
year, and as soon as yo usign the 
year $1500 worth will be distributea 
amougst the tribes, and as soon at 
you settle, teachers will be sent te 
you to instruct your children to reac 
books like this one (the Governor re- 
ferred to a Bible,) which is impossible 
so long as you continue to move 
from place to place, I have now 
spoken, I have made you acquaintec 
with the principal terms contained ir 
the treaty which you ara asked tc 
sign. 

“You may wish to talk it over iy 
your council lodges; you may not 
know what to do before you speak 


for your good, It says that the your thoughts in council, Go, there. 
calves are not to be killed, so that fore, to your councils, and I hope that 
they may grow up and increase: you may be able to give me an answer 


tomorrow. Before you leave I wil 
hear your questions and explain any 
matter that may not appear clear tc 
you.”

HOME SCHOO! AND COMMUNITY INTERESTS MAY BE 
PROMOTED THROUGH AGENCY OF THE SCHOOL FAIR 


The school fair is becoming recog- 
nized as a successful method of edu- 
cating the young in agriculture, com- 
munity interests and home-making. It 
influences on home and the commun. 
ity, for when the chidren are interest- 
ed the attention of the parents is 
gained and a healthy constructive co. 
operation is built up in the communi- 
ty. 

Tha object of school fairs may be 
summarized as follows: To stimulate 
in children an interest in the activi- 
ties of the farm home; to increase 
their knowledge of the principles ang 
practice of farming and home-making 
to encourage the teaching of agri- 
culture and home economics in the 
rural schools; to increase the interest 
of the parent in the work of the 
school, and to raise the standard of 
work done by the pupils in all depart- 
ments ‘of the school. 

School fairs are conducted as co- 
operative enterprises between govern- 
ment agencies and local committees. 
she government agencies concerned 
with the fairs are the provincial 
schools of agriculture, the agricultur- 
al representatives, the school inspec: 
tors, and the Department of Educa- 
tion. The local committees vary in 
composition;usually every school par. 
ticipating in the fair is represented 
Seeds ara distributed to the children 
or a select group of schools, The 
children plant these seeds at home 
care for their garden during the sum- 
mer, and in the autumn exhibit the 
products at a fair held at centra’ 
points, In addition to those for gar- 
den products, cooking, sewing anc 
school work. 

The school fair functions in many 
ways for the betterment of agricul- 
ture and the community, It intro- 
duces the best varieties of vegetables 
flowers, grains, incites gq co-opera- 
tive spirit betwcen the teachers, par- 
ents, children, different schools in the 
community, brings the business mer 
and farmers together in committee 
work and above all the school fair is 
the most potent agency in agricultur- 
al education in that it is creating ar 
interest in agriculture to the minds 
of our youth and so is doing much tc 
solve one of our great problems, i.e. 
to keep the boys and girls on the 
farms and prevent this cityward 
movemont which is no longer a men- 
ace but a real danger to our young 
nation. w 

The school fair tends to break dowr 
one of the greatest hindrances to edu- 
cational advancement public inter- 
fenence, It has undergone a’ severe 
testing and has proven to be a most 
potent factor in bringing tha schoo 
and home in closer relationship anc 
more sympathectic co-operation, The 
co-operation of the whole community 
is necesary to a combined success ir 
school fair work but the active inter. 


citement and he exclaims, “Oh look! 
where is mother.” He must show mo- 
ther, and then with justifiable pride 
mother’s eyes brighten too, and to- 
gether they search for more delight: 
ful surprises, _ 

The foreign problem, too, is met 
successfuly, One settler who came tc 
Canada years ago from Austria anc 
who now possesses a good Canadian 
home and prosperous farm, though 
his knowledge of English is still lim- 
ited, was asked his opinion of it all 
“Fine,” he said “Good work, gooc 
schools, good teachers. My boy 
speak English good now, good country 
good everything.’ No further com- 
ment was necessary. 

The school fair brings to the for- 
eign children an opportunity which is 
almost unique of acquiring a know- 
ledge and understanding of our races 
than their own. This cannot fail 
to have an influence on the parents 
and must contribute much to the Can- 
adian nation of tha future. 

Another splendid feature of the 
school fair movement igs that it is 
chiefly dependent for its success anc 
support upon local enthusiasm and in- 
jative. Business men and public spir- 
ited citizens are beginning to recog. 
nize in the movement a promising idea 
and are working together for its pro- 
motion. Thus we find bankers willing 
to finance the live stock end of the 
fair, accepting a promise eto pay or 
the part of the boy making the loar 
ad a sole security. The business 
training and the contact with business 
men brought about in this way cannot 
fail to lead to a fuller comprehensior 
of business on the part of the young 
people in these activities, 

He or she cannot plough and pre- 
pare the soil, or make garmants, bake 
a loaf of bread, go through the pro. 
cess of canning fruit, vegatables, o1 
select seeds and fertilizers,combat in- 
sects and disease, or clean up the back 
yard prior to gardening operations 
without learning to take bravely dis- 
couragements due to climatic and oth. 
er causes; without recognizjng thc 
need of co-oparative relationship 
without learning to respect the rights 
of others, and without learning les- 
sons in community work. They wil! 
be spurred on by the competitive spir- 
it and will be more keen and obser- 
vant-.
